Vietnam truce bogged down already 


SAIGON (UPI) — Supervision of 
the shaky Vietnam truce bogged 
down before it even got started 
today when three plane-loads of 
Hanoi and Viet Cong officials staged 
sit-ins in their aircraft, refusing to 
deplane until the Saigon government 
recognized them as residents of 
South Vietnam. 
While the sit-in delayed start of 
truce supervision efforts the war 
itself raged on and 
the Saigon 
Command reported 426 separate 
battles and at least 371 battlefield 


deaths during the first 22 hours of 
the 
cease-fire. 
The 
number 
of 
incidents was higher than during the 
actual war but smaller in size. 


The first planeload of Viet Cong, 
who consider themselves citizens of 
South Vietnam, eventually won the 
battle of wills after staging a 22- 
hour sit-in that began after their 
South 
Vietnamese C47 transport 
R 
lane landed at Saigon’s Tan Son 
(hut air base Sunday afternoon, 
Saigon officials today let the nine 
men off the plane without making 


them fill out immigration iorms but 
warned 
its 
decision 
did 
not 
“constitute a precedent with regard 
to other such delegates.” 
Today, two U.S. Air Force C130 
Hercules transport planes became 
the first American aircraft flown 
into Hanoi since 1954, but the 90 
North Vietnamese officers brought 
back by the plane to Tan Son Nhut 
also refused to deplane in a similar 
immigration dispute.

today’s 
meeting, said the ICCS teams may 
go out to the 45 inspection points 
around the countryside in the next 
day or two. The first contingent of 
commission 
members, 
who will 
eventually total 1,160 men, arrived 
Sunday and today. 
Six of the Viet Cong officers who 
landed in Saigon Sunday came out to 
the Cl30s to meet today’s North 
Vietnam ese 
arrivals, 
but 
the 
passengers were not allowed off the 
plane. At sunset, two hours after 
landing, the planes were still parked 
and there was no sign of anyone 
budging 


The C130s were piloted by Capt. T. 
C. Aplebaum. St. Louis, Mo., and

Budget will set spending record 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) — President Nixon sends 
Congress his fourth budget message today, a document 
that includes record high federal spending but the 
smallest potential deficit since Nixon took office. 
The budget for the 1974 fiscal year that begins July 1, 
trims spending for many “Great Society” poverty and 
health programs initiated under the late Lyndon B. 
Johnson 


The administration feels some of these programs are 
past their prime. 
Defense spending, however, continues to rise in spite 
of the Vietnam peace agreement. 
Nixon has pledged no tax increase next year if 
Congress helps hold the line on spending. 
The President went on nationwide radio Sunday night 
from the Florida White House to preview for Americans 
the nearly $269 billion budget in advance of his formal 
submission of the proposal to Congress at noon EST 
today. In the speech, he prodded the public to prod 
Congress to cooperate with him. 


“ If we are going to keep taxes down, the Congress 
must keep spending down,” Nixon said 


“Every member of Congress gets enormous pressure 
from special interests to spend your money for what they 
want,’ Nixon said “ And so I ask you to back up those 
congressmen and those senators . . . who have the 
courage to vote against higher spending They hear from 
the special interests; let them hear from you. 


“It is time to get big government off your back and out 
of your pocketbook,” he said 


Nixon added in the broadcast that he was determined 
to eliminate programs he said were not worth the cost. 
“The time has come to get rid of old programs that 
have outlived their time, or that have failed Whenever 
the 
return on our tax dollars is not worth the 
expenditure, we must either change that program or end 
it.” 
The broadcast made clear that Nixon expects to hear 
some strong criticism of his cutbacks.

300 homeless 


ORLANDO, Fla (U P I) - At least 
18 persons were injured and 300 
were left homeless Sunday when six

One of the twisters 
struck an apartment complex in 
West Orlando. 
“ It’s a miracle that no one was 
killed,” said Orlando Police Chief 
liobert Chewnmg after the twister 
demolished 
the large apartment 
complex in Orlando s Washington 
Shores district. 
The entire top of the two-story 
apartment building was torn off and 
dozens of rooms were smashed 
All six of the tornadoes struck the 
Central Florida area simultaneously 
dur ing the early afternoon 
Nixon asks $3.1 billion for NASA 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Despite 
the conclusion of America’s manned 
lunar exploration. President Nixon 
reversed a seven-year downward 
trend and asked Congress today to 
approve a $3.1 billion budget for the 
National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA). 


The most important items on the 
agenda are three U.S. Skylab space 
station flights — the first one in 
May; preparation for a U.S.-Soviet 
linkup in Earth orbit in 1975; and 
two Viking unmanned spacecraft to 


land on Mars in 1976 and explore the 
Red Planet for signs of life. 


But 
Nixon 
told 
Congress 
he 
expects to save $251 million by 
slowing 
work 
on 
the 
reusable 
manned space shuttle, which now 
will be launched in 1979 instead of 
1978; canceling work on a nuclear- 
powered rocket engine that could 
have 
been 
used 
for 
manned 
planetary exploration; and ending 
development of the STOL short 
takeoff and landing aircraft 


NASA’s administrator, Dr. James 
C. Fletcher, said cutbacks from 
what the agency requested meant 
that 
more 
than 
2,200 employes 
would have to be trimmed during 
the next 17 months. Part of this will 
be by attrition and part by layoffs. 


“Although 1 personally would like 
to see a higher NASA budget,” 
Fletcher said, “I believe we can 
capitalize on the belt tightening 
required to produce even greater 
yields for the tax dollar in the future 
years ” 


For the first time since 1961; 
when President John F. Kennedy 
committed the nation to 
landing 
men on the moon in that decade, 
there were no funds allocated to 
manned lunar exploration. The bold 
$25 billion adventure ended with the 
Apollo 17 flight in December. 
Nixon's fiscal 1974 space budget 
calls for expenditures of $3.14 billion 
during the year beginning July 1, an 
increase of $74 million over this 
year’s figure. He predicted space 
spending would climb an additional 
$100 million in fiscal 1975.

Base 
commander. 
Southwick has been a prisoner of 
war since May 19, 1967 when the F-4 
fighter-bomber he was piloting was 
shot down 
by 
enemy 
fire. 
He 
reportedly bailed out and landed 
safely. 
His field base had been the USS 
Kitty Hawk. 
“We learned in a matter of days 
that he 
was captured, 
but my 
daughter went three years before 
she heard from him. She got a 
letter, the first letter in May 1970," 
Sweetland told. 
Since then Mrs. Karen Southwick 
received several letters Sweetland 
said Southwick was allowed so much 
space to write and his words didn’t 
seem despondent. 
“They 
were 
very 
optimistic, 
under the circumstances,” thought 
Sweetland 
Mrs. Southwick, who now lives in 
Sausalito 
and 
works 
in 
San 
Francisco, received three letters 
from her husband since December, 
after not getting a letter for a year. 
They don’t know what happened 
Sweetland said Southwick was on 
his second duty tour in Vietnam and 
had arrived in March 1967 
Two 
months later he was shot down. 
His daughter and then Lt. Com 
Southwick had been married only 10 
months. She immediately called her 
parents in Lompoc upon hearing

First U.S. 
casualty 
after peace 


SAIGON (UPI) - A U.S. Army 
warrant 
officer 
died 
today 
of 
wounds suffered Sunday, the first 
American casualty since the cease­ 
fire. South Vietnam and the Commu­ 
nists fought more battles today in 
the shaky peace than they did at the 
height of the war, and U.S. Air 
strikes continued in Laos. 
The dead American was identified 
as Army W.O. Anthony Dalpozzo, 22, 
of Santa Barbara, Calif. Dalpozzo, 
the pilot of a UH1 Huey helicopter, 
was flying his unarmed chopper on a 
passenger run in the Mekong Delta 
Sunday 
morning 
when 
he 
was 
wounded by ground fire at 9:45 a.m., 
an hour and 45 minutes after the 
truce 
began 
Lt. 
Col 
Daniel 
Richard, a passenger, was slightly 
wounded. 


The Saigon government reported 
480 Communist attacks since the 
truce began, greater than at any 
time during the war, although many 
were small scale, and there were 
charges on both sides of “brazen” 
violations of the truce With truce 
machinery bogged down, at least 400 
Vietnamese were reported killed 
since the cease-fire

Messages will inform Congress on Nixon plans

President Nixon plans to send to Congress 
soon a series of messages filling in the 
details of his program to put the nation on a 
course of less federal control and more 
state and local government responsibility. 


Nixon said Sunday he will abandon the 
traditional State of the Union message this 
year in favor of detailed messages on 
specific subjects. The first of the reports is 
expected to be issued late this week or 
early next week. 


“ Together, these statements will chart a 
new course for America — a course that 
will bring more progress by putting more 


responsibility and money in more places," 
Nixon said in a radio address to the nation. 
The President relaxed today on the 
private 
Bahamaian 
island 
of 
Robert 
Abplanalp, a Bronxville, N Y. industrialist 
and one of Nixon’s closest personal friends. 
Accompanied by his neighbor C. G. 
“ Be be 
Rebozo, Nixon flew to Grand Cay 
Sunday after spending two days at the Key 
Biscayne, Fla., vacation White House. 


His 
wife, 
Pat, 
and 
daughter, Julie 
Eisenhower, remained in Florida. 
The President, Abplanalp and Rebozo 
swam for almost two hours shortly after 
they arrived on the island. Later they 
watched highlights of the Super Bowl 


loolbail 
game, 
reliving 
the deteat of 
Nixon’s favorite team , the Washington 
Redskins. 
In his radio address, which was taped in 
advance, Nixon called on the public to 
bring pressure on Congress to reject 
efforts to increase his $268 7 billion budget 
for the fiscal year that begins July 1. 
“ The only way to restrain taxes is to 
restrain spending." Nixon said

A knock at the door or a strident jangling of the telephone 
this weekend were omens of joy or tragedy for fam ilies of 
prisoners of war or of those missing in action. 
For some the calls from the Pentagon or visits by 
military team s m eant their relatives imprisoned in North 
Vietnam were safe and accounted for. 
For others it was a tragic end to doubt. 
Some families, however, remained in the limbo of 
uncertainty — not really knowing whether their sons, 
husbands, brothers or fathers were still alive. 
In Salina, Kans., Mrs. Kathleen Johnson had difficulty in 
restraining her tears when notified that her husband. Army 
Maj. Bruce Johnson was not on the official list of those 
scheduled to come home within 60 days. 
“ I think perhaps I almost feel too stunned to know what 
to feel," she said. “ Other than to be terribly sad that a 
name we loved w asn’t there. 
Mrs. John Pitchford, Laguna Niguel, Calif., notified by 
phone that her husband, an Air Force Colonel, would be 
coming home, said with delight, “ this is the greatest, my 
sunniest day." 
But her elation was tempered by the knowledge that 
others were not as lucky as she. 
“ I feel so happy until I think of some of the other girls 
whose husbands are not coming back,” she said. 


Things were sad in the Burlington, Vt home of the family 
of Marine Maj. Donald G. Cook, who had believed for six 
years he was alive and a prisoner. 
Cook was shot down and captured in South Vietnam New 
Y ear’s Eve 1964. In October, 1971, Mrs. Cook was told by 
the Marine Corps that a Viet Cong defector had positively 
identified her husband in May, 1970, as being alive 


But this weekend, “ we simply received word that his 
name had been listed along with some others,” she said. 
“ Alongside his name was the word dead and then the 
date: August, 1967."

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Hundreds remain in doubt about loved ones 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Hundreds of 
American families remained in doubt 
today about the fate of their loved ones 
missing in Southeast Asia. 
Communist lists, 
provided in Paris 
Saturday when a Vietnam cease-fire was 
signed, and made public over the weekend 
by the Defense Department, identified 555 
U.S. servicemen as captives and 55 as 
POWs who had died in captivity. 


This left unaccounted for 1,315 of the 
1,925 Americans who had been listed by the 
Pentagon as imprisoned or missing. For as 
many as 100 of the men on the list of POWS 
still alive, defense officials say, freedom 
might come late this week. 


The National League of Families of 
American 
Prisoners 
and 
Missing 
in 
Southeast Asia, the largest organization of 
families of POWs and missing, said in a 
statement its members “ hope and pray 
there will be a subsequent list. The 
statement said “ some of our worst fears 
have now materialized” because there was 
no list of the men captured in Laos, 
because some known prisoners had been 
declared dead, or because names were 
missing from the lists. 
But league officers concluded they did 
“ not want to sound pessimistic" because 
they expected “ as full and complete an 
accounting as possible.” 
A discrepancy in the total number listed 


as captured or missing and the communist 
list was not unexpected, considering that 
most of the men disappeared under the 
extreme conditions of combat. But the 
news was particularly hard for families 
which had been led to believe their 
servicemen were alive or who learned 
their servicemen had died in prison. The 
Pentagon said flately that “ the list is 
incomplete,” and that more names are 
expected to be provided from Hanoi

Friedheim said all the men listed were 
POWS in North or South Vietnam and that 
a promised list of prisoners in Laos had not 
been provided Saturday.

Prosecution completes 
case in bugging trial 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — The prosecution completed its 
case in the Watergate bugging trial today and the fate of 
two former officials of President Nixon s re-election 
campaign committee will go to the jury Tuesday. 
The timetable called for the defense to call a handful of 
witnesses before resting, followed by closing arguments by 
attorneys for both sides during an afternoon session and the 
judge’s charge to the jury Tuesday morning. 
The chief prosecutor, assistant U.S. Attorney Earl J. 
Silbert, finished questioning his last witness at 10.52 a m 
EST and announced; “ If the court please, that concludes 
the government’s case at this time.” 


Defense attorneys for two former officials of President 
Nixon’s re-election campaign committee planned to 
summon only a few witnesses on behalf of the pair, James 
W. McCord Jr. and G. Gordon Liggy. Neither McCord or 
Liddy was being called as a defense witness. 


U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica said closing arguments 
would be given the jury of eight men and four women 
during the afternoon. The case would go to the jury after 
final instructions by Judge Sirica Tuesday morning. 


The government called 51 witnesses in the effort to prove 
its charges that McCord and Liddy — and five other persons 
who pleaded guilty early in the trial — conspired to bug 
Democratic national headquarters at the Watergate office 
building last June 17.

often boggles the shopper’s 
mind than facilitates his de­ 
cisions.

Just as im­ 
portant, decide what you 
need and measure the space 
where it is to go before 
buying.

NEW YO RK- (NEA) - 
Students who aren’t aware 
that there may be a scholar­ 
ship out there just waiting 
for them can’t be censured. 
So much financial aid is 
available to kids which has 
nothing to do with scholastic 
ability—and it is offered by 
many colleges. 


If you, for e x a m p l e , 
needed extra funds or a 
scholarship to get a college 
degree would it ever occur to 
you that you could get help 
if your father was a fisher­ 
man? At Tufts, you can. 
Ditto at Columbia Univer­ 
sity for the offspring of taxi 
drivers. You can get $1,000 
toward your education from 
Yale if your surname is 
Leavenworth. Vassar offers 
awards to Romanians, the 
U n i v e r s i t y of Illinois to 
Czechs. 


Good sources of informa­ 
tion on financial aid for stu­ 
dents are high school guid­ 
ance counselors and college 
financial aid officers. Stu­ 
dents should seek their ad­ 
vice and counsel but they 
should not expect them to do 
the whole job for them They 
must help many students, 
sometimes 
hundreds, 
who 
have the same needs. Even 
though they might want to 
spend an unlimited amount 
of time with the students in­ 
volved they can’t. Just as 
the students may not have 
enough dollars to go around, 
they 
don’t, have 
enough 
hours to go around. 


One source of information 
on financial aid of this kind 
is a New York City company 
called. Scholarship Search. 
It has programmed thou­ 
sands of scholarships into a 
computer.

S. 
Robert Freede, 
who 
heads the company, a divi­ 
sion of American Marketing 
Counsel, Inc., says that be­ 
tween 300,000 and 500,000 
openings exist in U.S. col­ 
leges this year, primarily 
because of a lack of funds 
among prospective students, 
according to a study by the 
National Association of Col­ 
lege Admissions Counselors. 


“ Often the requirements 
for such aid have nothing to 
do with scholastic achieve­ 
ment,” Freede said. “ We

veterans and to the average 
student—the one who is not 
at the top of his or her 
class.

“ For instance, a student 
might receive financial aid 
at Yale or Harvard just on 
the basis of his name—if it’s 
Anderson. Murphy. Thayer 
or Leavenworth.

And students who have lived 
on an Indian reservation for 
at least six weeks could 
qualify for $600 a year.” 


Freede said he has files of 
data on more than 150,000 
financial aid items valued at 
over $500 million from gov­ 
ernment, industry, founda­ 


tions, private donors, social 
and political organizations 
and religious groups Schol­ 
arship Search, he claims, is 
the largest source of such in­ 
formation in the world and 
the only one in a computer 
data bank. He said new data 
are constantly being added 
An advertising and mark­ 
eting executive 
for many 
years, Freede became inter­ 
ested in this problem after 
retiring from the hectic pace 
of his own career. 


“ My two remaining col­ 
lege-age children—a son and 
a daughter—were entering 
their freshman year at the 
same time. And I found how 
difficult it was to pay for it

age,” he said. 
“ I began l o o k i n g into 
scholarships and found that 
it was a real problem for 
s t u d e n t s and parents to 
know where to go for help.

form which includes such in­ 
formation as residence, eth­ 
nic origin, vocational pref­

For a $25 fee this informa­ 
tion is fed into a computer 
and 
provides 
the 
student 
with a personalized listing 
which gives him as many as 
15 or 20 financial aid sources 
for which he may be eligible. 
He is given the name, type 
and value of the award and 
when and where to apply 
for each He gets a full re­ 
fund if five or more sources 
of aid are not received. 
The cost of college has in­ 
creased at a rate of 5 per 
cent to 7 per cent a year 
and it is clear that parents 
and students must examine 
every possible source of rev­ 
enue available. 
Some students now can 
live at home and attend a 
nearby junior college for as 
little as $500 a year. At pres­ 
tige private universities the 


annual cost, including tui­ 
tion, room and board and all 
other expenses can easily ex­ 
ceed $5.000 
One

vealed that 62 per cent of 
families 
with 
incomes 
of 
$14.000 had not set aside a 
single penny for their child's 
education. Those who said 
they did have a savings pro­ 
gram had saved only an av­ 
erage of $100 per child, dur­ 
ing the year of the survey 


“ Parent and child should 
share in the responsibility of 
paying for an education.” 
Freede said. “ 
P a r e n t s 
should not be expected to 
pick up the whole tab. When 
a child pays at least part, he 
tends to appreciate it more.”

Turkish officials lured 
to death by promise 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (UP1 > — The 
Turkish consul general in Los Angeles and 
an aide were lured to their deaths by the 
promise of recovering a painting stolen 
more than a century ago from a sultan s 
palace, a consular official said today. 
The consul general and vice consul 
general were shot and killed Saturday after 
sitting down to a buffet lunch in a hotel 
cottage with a prominent land developer. 
The developer has said he was born in 
Armenia and 26 members of his family 
were killed in Russia and Turkey. 
Consul General Mehmet Baydar, 49. of 
Beverly Hills died almost immediately. 
Bahadir Demir, 30, who was on his first 
diplomatic assignment outside Turkey, 
died about four hours later Both had been 
shot several times in the head. 
Police arrested Gourgen M Yanikian, 
77, well known locally as a land developer 
and author of five books on religion and 
philosophy. His most recent was “ Mirror 
in the Darkness. “ 
Haluk R. Sidal, the third ranking official 
of the Turkish consulate, said the two di­ 
plomats had gone to Santa Barbara to 
recover an oil painting from Yanikian, who 
contacted the consulate about it three 


months ago. 
Sidal, speaking through an interpreter, 
described it as a painting of a woman, 
believed to have been stolen more than a 
century ago from the palace of the sultan 
of Turkey. 
He said Yanikian had insisted that 
Baydar personally accept the painting, 
which Yanikian wished to present as a gift 
to the Turkish government. 
Yanikian checked into the Biltmore 
Hotel last Tuesday, the hotel staff said, 
said he was expecting guests from Los 
Angeles Saturday and spent the week 
arranging a luncheon for them 
Loud quarelling broke out after the 
arrival of Baydar and Demir, hotel 
employes said 
Shots were fired and 
Yanikian called the hotel switchboard, 
they said, to ask that the sheriff’s office be 
called because “ I have just killed two 
men. 
The FBI and State Department clamped 
a lid of secrecy on the case. 
During an interview in 1966, Yanikian 
told a reporter that he was a refugee from 
both Russia and Turkey, and that 26 
members of his family had been killed in 
those countries 


SACRAMENTO (UP1) -

French boxer 
won his 
biggest fight 
at Auschwitz

NEW YORK—(N EA)—This incredible story begins: “ In 
December 1944, I was hanged at Auschwitz. 
Yet Sim Kessel lived to write about it in Hanged at 
Auschwitz” (Stein and Day), winner of the Grand Prix 
Litteraire de la Resistance, and recently translated front 
the French into English. 
Kessel, once a promising French professional boxer, 
had been arrested by the Nazis for his two-year involve­ 
ment in the French resistance and for being Jewish. 
When he and four fellow convicts were caught trying to 
escape from the Auschwitz concentration camp, they 
were brought back to xamp and hanged. 
Kessel’s rope broke. But no reprieve. He was brought 
to “ the notorious Jacob, chief kapo i prisoner-collaborator • 
and the camp’s official killer.” Jacob was to put a bullet 
through Kessel’s head. 
Jacob, according to Kessel, had been a sparring partner 
for Max Schmeling, the onetime world heavyweight 
champion. This knowledge was Kessel’s only chance for 
survival, he felt 
“ I argued that one boxer could not kill another boxer.” 
writes Kessel, “ He looked at me in surprise.” 
“ Did you box?’ ” asked Jacob, 
“ The words poured out of me. I named names, de­ 
scribed bouts. And though he obviously hadn’t heard of 
me and my ring career, our common passion for boxing 
was a bond 1 felt that he was becoming interested, that 
he was beginning to struggle with himself. I thought that 
1 detected a flash of something—was it sympathy?—in 
his cold gray eyes. 
Jacob saved him. It was the second time that Kessel’s 
boxing background moved an enemy to spare his life 
About a year before that. Kessel was marching in a 
column to the gas chamber to be exterminated He 
noticed that one of the S.S. troopers at the crematorium 
had the marks of a boxer: “ broken nose, ridges over the 
eyes, cauliflower ears.” Naked and shivering. Kessel 
walked over to him, and said. 
Boxer?’ 
“ Boxer? Ja !” 
“ He didn’t wait for me to explain,” writes Kessel, 
he 
understood. I too had a broken nose.” The S.S. man 
put the nude condemned man on the back seat of his 
motorcycle, and drove him to safety, for the time being. 
Kessel savs that neither the kapo nor the S.S. trooper 


were compassionate men. They were killers but their 
life-giving acts stemmed from the “ casual good sports­ 
manship of one boxer to another, the act of a man who 
still felt some link with the past ” 
Kessel’s story tells in stark and simple language how 
he endured 23 months of the most gruesome horrors and 
tortures i he dropped from 155 pounds to 78 pounds, had 
a finger removed during a torture session). 
When Kessel was first arrested, the S.S 
troopers 
tortured and beat him to find out who his Resistance 
collaborators were. His now-purple face, he says, was a 
mass of raw wounds, eyes were swollen, his body cut 
up, his fingers raw from having match-sticks jabbed 
under the nails, his testicles were beaten blue, 
“ Perhaps it was my training that gave me the ability 
to take torture without breaking down." he writes. “ A 
boxer learns to live with pain. And. most important, he 
can only consider himself a real boxer if he stubbornly 
perseveres to the end. refusing against all odds to admit 
defeat.” 
Something else, another remnant from his athletic 
days, kept Kessel going: his inherent optimism. "This 
particular feeling helped to keep me alive, and to a 
large extent spared me the dejection that burdened 
most of the prisoners and hastened their end 
Kessel is now 53 years old and. according to friends, 
has regained his vigorous health. He returned to Paris 
after the war but he never returned to the ring. He 
says he wrote “ Hanged at Auschwitz” to keep the mem­ 
ory of “ the concentration-camp martyrs” fresh. The 
Nazisrfook the boxing out of Kessel, but not the fight.

tum for the Raiders. Before

Commune learns 


The commune movement is not only still 
around, 
but 
some 
of 
these 
social 
experiments are discovering insights into 
human 
nature 
that 
have 
eluded 
philosophers and kings over the centuries. 
For instance, a recent book about a five- 
year-old commune in Virginia called Twin 
Oaks explains that members are required 
to do full, equal shares of the necessary 
work. 
Within that limit, however, they are free 
to choose the work they like. They work 
about 40 hours a week, usually spread over 
the full seven days. 
(Assembly-line robots, eat your hearts 
out!) 
Soon after its founding, the commune 
discovered the curious fact that previously 
desirable tasks, such as hoeing the garden, 
increasingly 
tended to be 
viewed as 
unpleasant and had to be assigned. 
When one is assigned a job, he becomes 
“manager” of that job. 
“Our bylaws leave us free to change our 
form of government at any tim e,’ writes 
Kathleen Kinkade, author of the book. “ I 
personally think Twin Oaks could survive 
under a variety of government systems . . . 
as 
long 
as 
the 
managerial 
system 
remained intact.” 
(Why didn’t anybody invent bureaucracy 
before this?) 
Instead of money, workers are issued 
labor 
credits. 
These 
vary 
with 
the 
desirability or undesirability of a job. 
The more people who want to do a 
particular job, the less it “pays” , and vice 
versa. 
(Oppressive capitalist exploiters, take 
note.) 


Each labor credit is worth an hour of 
free time. Vacations are paid for with 
surplus credits, which are accumulated by 
working more hours than are assigned. 
Most members bog down in their work 
from time to time, but perk up after a

vacation or a fresh approach or a change 
of job, writes Ms. Kinkade. 
«("Industrial psychologists, 
get 
your 
noses out of the textbooks!) 
As it happens in the best-run communes, 
the snake has reared his head a couple of 
times in the person or members who 
refused to pull their weight. 
One fellow was content to let his girl 
friend support him by doing her work and 
his too. The other guy falsified his labor 
credit sheets (counterfeiting?). 
When reasoning, threats and everything 
else failed to move these characters, they 
were simply asked to leave. 
(This unique solution, unfortunately, is 
not practical in the outside world, there 
being 
no 
other 
“ outside 
world" 
nonproducers can be asked to leave for. 
Anyway, most unemployment is the fault 
of the lousy system Twin Oaks and other 
com m unes 
w ere 
designed 
to 
be 
alternatives for.) 
Twin Oaks is determined to avoid the 
emergence of a privileged class which 
does less or has more than anybody else. 
This means the creation of “an entirely 
new 
culture” 
— 
noncompetitive 
and 
nonconsumerist. 
Until this creation is realized, however, 
“ it will be necessary for us to continue to 
legislate a rough equality,” writes Ms. 
Kinkade. 
(How come Mao Tse-tung never thought 
of that? > 
Eventually, she believes, machinery and 
automation will handle all the undesirable 
jobs and make it so that nobody has to do 
any work he doesn’t want to. 
Then, presumably, everyone will sit 
around being equal. 
(Now here is where Twin Oaks and the 
outside world are on converging paths — 
and the prospect gives the philosophers 
and the kings nightmares.)

Lompoc Public Health branch in the 
average month in 1972 (52) than 
there were all year in 1969 (24), and 
the 81 yearly total of 1970 streaked 
up to 294 in 1971. From 10 to 15 per 
cent of these cases involved military 
personnel. 
Clearly, then, VD sufferers have, 
with the help of the grape vine, been 
informally boycotting those doctors 
who’ve elected to follow the law and 
report their cases. Also clearly, 
there is a great demand in the midst 
of this VD wildfire for what patients 
consider confidentiality 
But the great irony is that no 
agency offers more confidentiality 
than the health department itself. 
Jack Anderson couldn’t find out who 
gave it to whom if one of the parties 
were a vice presidential nominee. 
The County files and mouths are 
locked by strick policy and there 
isn’t even a space on the department 
contact investigation form for the 
name of the patient who reveals his 
sexual contacts for treatment.

Court appointment 


The cackling over the nomination 
of William P. Clark Jr. to the State 
Supreme Court is an example of 
dirty politics at its dirtiest. The 
partisan protesters are indulging in 
demagoguery in its worst form. 
Clark 
is 
the 
second 
chance 
Governor Reagan has had to recast 
the State Supreme Court whose 
philosophy has rankled him. In his 
campaign for Governor six years 
ago Reagan pledged to alter the 
Court’s 
makeup 
from 
what 
he 
believed 
to be an unwarranted 
liberalism. 
And that basically is what the 
objections to Clark are all about. 
Lacking anything of substance the 
hecklers

First off, Clark did pass the state 
bar examination, something that a

Subsequent legislation relaxed the 
requirement even more. In its final 
version anyone who had one year of 


law school and then gone to war 
would be admitted on motion after 
completing law school. Under these 
provisions hundreds were admitted 
to practice. Some of these have or 
are now filling various judicial 
positions. 
It is permissible to take the bar 
examination without graduating as 
in 
Clark’s 
case. 
It 
is 
also 
perm issible 
to 
take 
the 
bar 
examination 
without 
having 
attended law school 
Whether the examination as given 
by the bar is the best means of 
determining 
qualifications 
to 
practice may be debatable but it is 
the method employed. Clark met 
that test. 
Appointed to the Superior Court 
and subsequently to the District 
Court of Appeals, he has been twice 
screened and approved to sit as a 
judge. No charge has been levelled 
that he has not fulfilled these duties 
satisfactorily. 
The 
Chief 
Justice, 
Attorney 
General and Presiding Justice of the 
Appeals 
Court 
review ed 
his 
qualifications 
when 
he 
was 
appointed to the Appellate Court. 
These are the same people who 
will now review his qualifications 
for the Supreme Court. If there was 
anything disqualifying about Clark it 


should have been found the first 
time around; otherwise the whole 
system is subject to grave doubt. 
It is ridiculous to wave someone’s 
schoolboy grades around years after 
the fact. The world is full of 
eminently successful people who 
didn't graduate or their scholastic 
efforts were way short of the mark. 
Many a student who excelled at 
booklearning has gone on to abject 
failure. As Governor Reagan aptly 
put it, if he based his appointments 
on school diplomas, ‘“I can think of 
at 
least 
half 
dozen 
eminently 
qualified but we would have to wait 
for them to get out of jail.” 
No one knows or cares what 
Stephen J. Field’s grades were or if 
he even went to law school. He sat 
as California’s chief justice before 
being appointed to the United States 
Supreme Court where he served 34 
years, the longest of any justice in 
history. 
If law school is so important in the 
making of a high court justice why 
is there no legal requirement that 
one be a lawyer to serve on the 
United States Supreme Court? 
There is a school of thought which 
holds the country would be better off 
if the courts spent more time 
dispensing justice and less time 
reading nuances into the statutes.

After peace, what of Thieu? 


WASHINGTON - Not the least 
part of the damage done by the 
Vietnam War is the way in which it 
has turned us in upon ourselves. We 
have become so absorbed in our own 
t r a g i c 
e n t a n g l e m e n t 
t h a t 
increasingly what is happening in 
the rest of the world is ignored. 
This applies with 
particular force to 
the 
nearly 
four 
months of backing 
and filling in the 
now you see it, now 
you don’t attempt to 
reach a cease-fire. 
Without a single word of explanation 
or guidance from the President 
himself the massive bombing of the 
north was turned on. That alienated 
peoples everywhere as almost no 
other move in the Vietnam War had 
done 
The media has a lot to answer for 
in the confused search for peace. It 
has been reported too often as 
though it were a tennis match or a 
prize fight How many times on the 
television screens have we seen the 
arrivals and departures in Paris and 
in Saigon repeated ad nauseam, the 
long black limousines, the wave of 
greeting, the swift departure for a 
secret rendezvous. In defense of the 
media it must be said that, with so 
little of an official nature to go on, 
the only recourse was to record the 
to-ing and fro-ing across the oceans. 


As bandied about today, the word 
isolationist is entirely out of phase. 
That label came out of 1939 and 1940 
and 
the 
concept 
of 
fortress 
America. 
In 
the 
age 
of 
the 
intercontinental 
missile 
with 
a 
nuclear warhead the isolationism of 
30 years ago has little or no 
meaning. 


Yet, as one consequence of the 
terrible involvement in Vietnam, 
withdrawal has a deep, compelling 
appeal. In his speech accepting the 
d e m o c r a t i c 
nom in ati on 
for 
president 
at 
the 
Miami 
Beach 
Convention Sen. George McGovern 
repeated the refrain, "Come Home, 
America.” Whatever he may have 
meant beyond the rhetoric of a 
political appeal, and it was never 


made clear, this for the Republicans 
was equivalent to isolationism 
The preacher’s son from the 
prairies of the West, the main 
source of that earlier isolationism, 
seemed to be bidding his fellow 
Americans 
to 
turn 
away 
from 
disastrous foreign adventures and 
begin to work on the evils besetting 
America. If that was his message, 
and it seemed to be reinforced by his 
repeated 
call 
for 
im mediate 
withdrawal 
of 
American forces 
from 
Vietnam, 
the 
American 
electorate 
rejected 
it 
by 
an 
overwhelming majority. 
Nevertheless, the great middle 
m ass, 
the 
P resident’s 
silent 
majority, is responsive to this kind 
of appeal. No one knows it better 
than President Nixon himself. The 
evidence 
was 
in 
his 
inaugural 
address when he said: 
"The 
time 
has 
passed 
when 
America will make every other 
nation's conflict our own, or make 
every other nation’s future our 
responsibility, or presume to tell the 
people of other nations how to 
manage their own affairs.” 
That is a clear reaffirmation of 
withdrawal 
from 
the cold 
war 
crusade — the crusade that was the 
initial motivating cause of Vietnam 
— to which Richard Nixon once 
subscribed with such ardor. He is 
engaged in creating a big power 
structure 
that 
will 
hopefully 
underwrite his generation of peace. 
Those 
who 
give 
him 
unfailing 
support seem convinced that the 
mettermchian diplomacy of Henry 
Kissinger cannot fail. 


This is certainly not isolationism 
To the isolationists of the past big 
power diplomacy was a work of the 
devil 
meant 
to 
draw 
innocent 
Americans into the trap of the old 
world's quarrels. In the refrain, 
"Come home, America,” something 
of this same suspicion was implied 


The case is put more politely by 
the discerning correspondent of the 
London 
Sunday 
Times, 
Henry 
Brandon, in his forthcoming book, 
"The Retreat of American Power.” 
The question is whether it is to be an 
orderly retreat and not one forced 


Above all, if peace now is at hand 
after so many false alarms one must 
ask whether the continuing goal will 
be to prop up President Thieu in 
Saigon with a costly apparatus in 
Southeast Asia and in Vietnam 
itself. After the billions of aid Thieu 
has received, that will be merely to 
continue 
the 
war 
in 
another 
disguise.
